The priposed law giving judges in

this state the opportunity to retlre on

full pay alter twenly congecutive years

of service, If they #o desire, will agnin
come before the legistature; and it will
e n||]u|}‘--l| thoss who
suporficially think that o judge I8 an
ordinary officlal who ought to
enough out of his regular salary Lo pros-

This view of the problem wholly
overlooks the fact that o man qualified
assume the responsibllities of the
Judgeship Invariably does g0 at a peou-
niary sacrifice. There are judges, no
doubt, who could not earn $4,000 0 yenr
in the legitimate practice of the attor-
ney's profession; but such men are the
exception, The character, the dignity
and the learning requisite to @ success-
ful administration of a judieinl trust
are cheaply hired at $4.000 per annum;
